circular or barrel-vaults intersect, 
thelr intersectidn . is an ellipse. 
The~ medievil architect “knew 
nothing of ellipses, and, could not 
set out the diagonal ribs. Instead, 
they set out’semi-circular ribs both 
diagonally and round the space to 
be vaultéd. ‘The resulting vault 
was somawhat dome shaped but not 
a dome in thd' Bysantine sense at 
all, Tt was twisted also, and difi- 
cult to build, : ‘ 


’ When ‘however the ‘spaces was 
rectangular, obviously cither the 
crown of the arches had to be of 
different height, or else the arch 
had to be stilted, so that the spring- 
ingy ‘of the smaller arch had te be 
stilted, so that the springings of the 
smaller arch was higher than the 
springing of the larger.

The Gothic Architecture, 


Then came the wonderful» ins- 
piration « which has . given us 
Gothic architecture as.we know it. 
The architects. wanted the two 
crowns of their vaults to be so 
nearly as possible horizontal, so as 
to avoid: tho. unsightly pseudo-dome. 
They stjlcould think of no better 
way of forming the diagonal than 
by\using semi-circular ribs. But 
finstead of having. semi-circular 
Jongitudinal and transverse vault- 
ing, they hiton the plan of forming 
thuir arch of two segments meeting 
at a point; and by suitably select- 
‘ing the radius of these .sements 
they coull raise’ the point to any 
height they liked. The method 
was, of course, 2 compromise.
